County will appeal ruling

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners is going to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, if 
possible, to appeal a Sept. 30 
decision from the Michigan 
Supreme Court granting the 
third judicial circuit court 
carte blanche in its financial 
affairs. 

Board Chairman Robert E. 
FitzPatrick related the details 
of the court decision at 
Thursday's meeting, and 
commissioner’s promptly 
jumped on the bandwagon to 
do all they can to overturn it. 


The decision stems from a 
1966 suit by the third judicial 
circuit court against the 
County of Wayne, the County 
Board of Supervisors, County 
Board of Auditors and Wayne 
County Treasurer. In the suit 
the court sought a writ or 
mandamus forcing the county 
to appropriate money for 20 
positions it wanted to fill. 

The court won the suit, but 
was awarded only one position 
to fill Following appeals, the 
case went to the Michigan 
Supreme Court, which Sept. 30 
decided the circuit court has 
“inherent powers” and is 
responsible for determining 
the “reasonable needs.” 


In effect, the decision states 
the county has no power to 
trim any budget submitted by 
the court. If the county wants 
to appeal a request, it must go 
to the Michigan Supreme 
Court administrator, who will 
determine if the circuit court’s 
request is reasonable. 

Aloysius Suchy, corporation 
attorney for the board, told 
members Thursday they were 
“in my opinion, virtually 

powerless.” He termed the 
decision “just another case 
where the elected officials 
have no choice.” 

A spokesman from the 
Wivne County Board of 
Auditors informed the 
commissioners the various 


courts under the jurisdiction 
of the board had requested a 
budget of more than $23 
million, which the auditors 
trimmed by $3.4 million. 
Under the court decision, the 
county will be required to 
reinstate it before the entire 
budget is adopted for 
December 

Commissioner Paul Silver 
< D- 11th). who introducted the 
motion to have the corporation 
counsel appeal the decision to 
the U.S. Supreme Court, said 
he felt the court was “setting 
up a small group of men and 


saying they run the 
government.” 

Commissioner George 
Killeen <d-2nd) said he felt if 
the judges were allowed, “to 
get away with this, there could 
be a time when the judges 
could get back into the spoils 
system.” awarding jobs to 
friends in attempts to gain re- 
election. while making the 
electorate pick up the tab. 

The motion was approved 
unanimously, stating the 
board would also seek the help 
of the communities and the 
state legislature.

The Wayne County Board of

announcement of Michigan 
Atty. Gen. Frank J. Kelley of 
filing court proceedings to 
test current Michigan 
educational financing 
methods.

Inn liquor licenses 
should be approved 


One of the major responsibilities of elected 
officials in the operation of any citv 
government is the present and future welfare 
of its citizens and business enterprises. 

In this connection, the officials of a well run 
city are always concerned with the 
residential, commercial and industrial 
development of their community. 

The broadening of the city’s tax base is a 
primary requirement for officials who care. 
The more tax dollars received, the more a 
city grows with resulting benefits to all 
phases of community living. 

Big inducements in luring people business 
and industry especially in a growing- city are 
its physical assets and location to all forms of 
transportation. 

The City of Romulus has these 
inducements. This is shown in the ever 
increasing growth in residential and business 
areas of the city. 

Romulus, incorporated as .acity in May, 
1970, as Wayne County’s 33rd city, is fast 
becoming a hub of W r estem Wayne County. 

During recent weeks, the matter of 
distributing six new Class C liquor licenses 
(liquor by the glass), alloted the city by the 
Michigan Liquor Control Commission, has 
been the major topic of discussion before 
Romulus City Council and in executive 
sessions of council members. 

The city council, after weeks of such 
discussions and after listening to the pleas of 
attorneys and representatives for two large 


Romulus-based multi-million dollar inns, 
have yet to make their decision. 

Many residents of the city, especially those 
who have been attending the last few council 
meetings, have voiced strong objections to 
the manner in which council has apparently 
delayed approval of requests for liquor 
licenses made by Ramada Inn and Holiday 
Inn. 

Three members of the city council have 
voiced approval of the licenses and four have 
delayed their decision pending further study 
of 57 applications that are on file. 

A resolution approved by the council, 
tabling indefinitely the issuance of all liquor 
licenses until councilmen and administration 
can study all the applicants properly has 
been vetoed by the mayor. 

The mayor’s veto is an apparent 
displeasure at the 4 to 3 roll call vote of the 
council. 

Ramada Inn has made three formal 
appearances before council seeking first 
approval of a Class C license and later 
approval of the transfer of a resort license 
from Livingston County to Romulus. Holiday 
Inn has made two appearances. 

It can not be argued that the two inns are 
not coveted assets to the community. They 
are both tax revenue producing 
organizations for the city and employers of 
Romulus citizens. 

The two inns should receive favorable 
action by the city council.

Fall session will be productive

The so-called fall session of the legislature, which 
will begin Oct. 26 may well be the most productive 
period of 1971 for passage of general bills. 

To date, your legislators of both houses have been 
primarily concerned with the state budget and 
taxation problems. Because of this, other com¬ 
mittees have held back on reporting bills for 
passage in order to avoid cluttering the calendar 
and holding back the action on the most urgent 
measures. 

Still, the House will come back to a calendar which 
contains more than 70 bills slated for action. This 
number is expected to increase many fold as the 
various committees report those bills they are 
recommending for passage. 

The record to date is encouraging. There have 
been 1,703 bills introduced in the House and 257 of 
these have been passed and sent to the Senate. The 
governor has received 111 bills passed by the 
legislature and has, to date, vetoed only one. 

Last year, only 974 bills were introduced in the 
House and 336 were sent to the Senate. Of the bills 
sent to the governor, 264, one was recalled by the 
legislature, 253 became public acts and 10 were 
vetoed. 

The 1971 legislature still has more than two 
months to go and those bills not enacted or vetoed 
will be held for action in 1972. 

A good example of the progress of legislation in the 
House is the record of the committee of which I am 
chairman, Military and Veterans’ Affairs. 

Of more than a score of bills assigned to the 


committee, eight have been reported favorably for 
House action. Of those, the House has acted on only 
two. One (HB 4999), which allows veterans to apply 
for jobs as policemen or firemen until age 36, has 
passed the house and now is in Senate committee. 

The other bill, defeated on the House floor, would 
have revised qualifications for members of the 
Board of Managers of the Michigan Veterans 
Facility. 

Six other bills have been recommended for 
passage, but have been referred to the taxation and 
appropriations committee for further approval 
beiore being sumitted for House debate. 

Chief among the bills still under study by the 
military and veterans affairs committee are 
measures which would increase the homestead 
property tax exemption for veterans and extend the 
exemptions to widows; bonus, educational 
allowances and loan guarantees for Vietnam 
veterans, broadened benefits for disabled veterans 
and a bill allowing eligible World War II veterans 
filing late applications for their state bonus to file 
those applications in the court of claims. Changes in 
present burial allowances, special licenses for 
disabled veterans for their automobiles, state 
reimbursement to counties for burial expenses for 
veterans and assurance of continued state grants 
for veterans’ conventions have been proposed in 
other bills. 

Additional bills may be added after the end of the 


current recess. All in all, the bills reported on in late 
October, November and December, are expected to 
reflect more accurately than the legislative work to 
date on the variety of bills and the scope of 
proposals offered since January than has been 
indicated to date, because of the priority given 
budget and tax bills. 

The attorney general on Sept. 23 issued an opinion 
that public school boards must maintain budgets 
that are fiscally balanced. If they knowingly adopt 
unblanced budgets, those school board members 
may be removed from officie, fined up to $500 and 
jailed for up to three months. 

Attorney General Kelley added that school 
operating funds are limited to those funds on hand 
and those “reasonably anticipated revenues, in¬ 
cluding borrowed money in anticipation of either 
property tax or school aid revenues” in the same 
fiscal year. 

He said school board members cannot be held 
personally liable for any obligations the board in¬ 
curs in excess of its revenues and added that second 
class school districts may borrow money from the 
next fiscal year’s revenues only for necessary 
operating expenses that could not have been 
reasonably foreseen and provided for when tax 
levies were set for the current year. 

School boards, like the legislature, must reduce 
expenditures when it is reasonably apparent to 
those boards that during the course of a fiscal year 
actual expenditures will exceed the total of the 
funds on hand.

New social studies 
approach is taken 


The Social Studies 
Departments of North and 
South Junior High Schools 
have implemented a ninth 
grade social studies program. 

The program has provided 
four new courses which 
freshmen can take in partial 
fulfillment of their high school 
social studies requirement. 

Three of the courses being 
offered deal with the three 
periods of American history. 
The first deals with 
exploration and colonization. 
The second with American 
expansion, and the last with 
modern America. The fourth 
course is entitled: Projects, 
which covers United States 
history and geography. 

In the colonial history 
course students study the rise 
of exploration and trade in 
Europe and how the effect of 
the Crusades upon life in 
medieval Europe stirred men 
to travel west in search of new 
trade routes. Students will 
then study the development of 
the various countries in the 
New World. Spanish colonies 
in the new world would be 
studied. 

The development of the 
areas in the Western 
Hemisphere under Spanish 
rule will be investigated to 
find out what life was like. 
Special attention will be called 
to the English explorers and 
how they developed 
colonization in America. 
French influence in North 
America will be examined as 
well as the rivalry in settling 
the continent. 

The colonies will then be 
investigated a& to their 
administration and how 
conflicts grew to revolution. 
The independence of other

colonies belonging to Spain 
and Portugal will also be 
studied. 

American expansion is a 
course which studies the 
building of our nation from 13 
states to a total of 50. The 
westward migration of 
pioneers will be studied along 
with their life on the frontier, 
The sections of land we 
acquired in the 19th century 
will be examined as to their 

characteristics and origins. 

Other types of expansion 
which made our country great 
will be included, such as 
development of farming. 


Political affairs during the 
period will also be covered. 

Modern America covers the 
most recent period of 
American history. It covers 
the period from 1920 to the 
present. This course will be 
working closely with current 
events in order to keep up with 
world affairs. Our nations will 
be discussed, as well as our 
American neighbors. 

Current issues in the news 
will also be discussed and 
reported upon. 

The projects course is 
designed to give students a 
chance to express American 
History through drawings and 
models.

Belleville man claims 
firm polluting waters 

To the editor: 

Accoi, panying this letter to Washington D.C. officials) is 
a sample of a pollutant which has been dumped into 
Belleville Lake, about 30 miles west of Detroit, near 1-94 
Expressway. 

This substance is a paint-like material which floats and 
appears to be dumped into the Huron River by a paper mill in 
Ypsilanti. It goes through Ford Lake, Huron River, Belleville 
Lake and Huron River again to the lake at Flat Rock, and 
then by Huron River again eventually to Lake Erie. 

This material, I understand, is used to make colored 
construction paper for school and decorative uses. 
Sometimes it may be red or yellow, ourple or blue depending 
on the color of the batch of paper being run. This happens to 
be green. This pollution occurs every summer. Particularly 
bad this year on account of low water levels. 

I could as easily have filled a 50 gallon drum as the small 
sample bottle which I got. It ran about 10 per cent water. The 
shore was lined with it. One cannot enter the water for 
swimming without getting covered with the stuff. In using 
lake water for sprinkling, I have the stuff on my drive, 300 
feet away. Boats become fouled with it, and it stinks to high 
heaven. If a resident dumped something like this he would 
soon be in trouble. 

If this isn’t pollution in its most flagrant form, what is it? 
Why must people living along the river and the lakes be 
subjected to this mess, for the conveniece of an industry 
which has no regard for the conditions it creates for other 
people or our resources? 

Please investigate and bring pressure on the violators.

State official replies 
to letter on pollution 

EDITOR’S NOTE — The following letter has been received 
by Mr. Arnold in response to his letter to the Department 
of Natural Resources. 

This is to acknowledge receipt of your letter of September 
14 1971, together with a water specimen collected from 
Belleville Lake. The liquid substance contained in the sample 
bottle portrayed the characteristics of a paint-like material. 
The green substance, although displaying all the charac¬ 
teristics of paint, was a dense growth of alga material. 

A paper mill located in the vicinity has during earlier times 
been responsible for discoloration of the Huron River, 
however, this problem was long ago corrected. Wastewater 
originating from the paper mill operations is currently being 
treated by the City of Ypsilanti wastewater treatment 
facility. 

The sample, received in this office on Sept. 20,1971, was 
analyzed by the staff s biologist and found to contain abloom 
of coccoid, blue-green algae known as anacystis. The 
biologist indicates that anacystis and other related alga 
forms are indicative of polluted w'ater. Alga blooms of this 
nature do not necessarily occur as a result of recent 
pollution. 

The pollutant can be present for w r eeks or months without 
any occurrence of blooms. Blooms occur only during the 
optimum environmental conditions and are dependent upon 
temperature, sunlight, and presence of certain industrial 
waste, domestic sewage, or closely related organic waste 
containing phosphorus and nitrogen compounds. 

It would appear to us that optimum grow'th conditions 
occured in the reach of the Huron River immediately prior to 
collection of the sample sent to this office. Alga blooms of 
this type can form within hours during such optimum growth 
conditions. 

The biologist indicates that alga cells are opportunistic 
organisms which take advantage of such prime conditions to 
perpetuate themselves. They soon die of and decompose due 
to insufficient oxygen and result in the formation of 
odoriferous intermediate products from the alga proteins. 
Alga blooms, we understand, can reoccur again and again as 
long as the conditions for their growth prevail. 

It is unlikely that another bloom of this nature will occur in 
this area again this year now that cooler weather has 
arrived. 

We are pleased to be able to advise you that the Water 
Resources Commission has set into motion a program 
requiring the reduction of phosphorus in all waste discharged 
to the waters of the state. The Commission has specified that 
phosphorus-bearing waste must be reduced 80 percent by a 
certain date depending on the geographic location in 
question. 

In many parts of southeastern Michigan phosphorus 
facilities have been installed and are currently in operation. 
We look forward to the construction of new' and improved 
facilities at all major discharge sources in southeastern 
Michigan. At such time as the state’s program becomes fully 
implemented, we are certain that significant im¬ 
provements will be realized in the water quality of the 
Huron River and other surface waters in southeastern 
Michigan. 

We appreciate your interest and wish to thank you for the 
time you have taken in expressing your concern of pollution 
of our waterways. We are most encouraged at this point in 
time that in the very near future, the full itilization of our 
water resources for all designated activities can be fully 
realized.

A continuing trend toward 
larger and larger farms in 
Michigan, while the number of 
individual farms continue to 
dwindle, is reported by B. 
Dale Ball, director of the 
Michigan Department of 
Agriculture. 

Ball, commenting on figures 
released through the federal- 
state Crop Reporting Service, 
said, “When you realize that, 
at the time the 1969 
agricultural census w r as 
taken, Michigan had less land 
in farms than before 1880, you 
become aware of the 
increased productivity of each 
acre.” 

“Census statistics indicate 
Michigan had 13,807,240 acres 
in farmland in 1880, a. figure 
which continued to grow until 
reaching a peak about 1920,” 
Ball pointed out. “Since that 
time it has been shrinking 
until in 1969 the state reported 
11,900,689 acres in farmland.” 

“The acreage harvested in 
Michigan during 1970 was 
approximately one million 
less than 1965,” Ball indicated, 
“but total production 
remained constant.” 

Betw'een 1964 and the 1969 
census the total number of 
individual farms in Michigan 
was reduced from 93,504 to 
77.946 or 16.7 per cent. 
How-ever. the average size of 
the state’s farms increased 
from 145.4 to 152.7. In 
corresponding figures, 
indications are that small 
farms, up to 499 acres, 
decreased in number by 17.3 
per cent while farms over 500 


acres increased in number by 
9.5 per cent.

As early as 1827 a dam and 
sawmill were constructed at 
Hudson Mills to provide 
lumber for pioneer buildings. 

The Michigan Historical 
Society in January of this year 
registered Hudson Mills as 
local site Number 110, which is 
now a part of Hudson Mills 
Metropolitan Park. The 
purpose of the marker is to 
remind citizens of the grist 
and other mills that originally 
existed on the site.

There are 14 buildings making a total of 130 classrooms 
in the school district, with equipment valued at $677,500. 
During the 1970-71 fiscal attendance figures show 5,846 
fulltime resident pupils and 2 fulltime non-resident pupils;

classroom teachers. The ratio of pupils to fulltime cer¬ 
tified teachers is 22 to 1. Teacher salaries ranged from a 
minimum of $8,000 to a maximum of $16,000; a total of 
$3,610,159 for salaries of classroom teachers.

With the failure of 
the electorate to provide the necessary money to build 
additional classrooms and the prospect of several hun¬ 
dred additional students for the 1971-72 fiscal, student 
housing will be an increasing item of concern.
